Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to independent claims 1, 11, 17-19, 29, 35, 36, and 44, these claims contain 
limitations that overcome the best possible prior art. The best prior art in this case is Depledge et 
al (US 5,899,988), henceforth referred to as "Depledge" and Murthy et al (US 2004/0220927 
Al). 

Depledge and Murthy fail to disclose/teach the limitations of: 

• providing a logical representation of the data, the logical representation abstractly describing a 
second physical representation of the data, wherein the second physical representation of the data 
is generated from the first physical representation of the data; 

• on the basis of the relationships between the data elements defined according to the first physical 
representation of the data, determining corresponding relationships between corresponding data 
structures defined according to the second physical representation of the data; 

• generating logical relationships abstractly describing the determined corresponding relationships, 
each logical relationship defining a path between data structures of the second physical 
representation; 

Claims 2-10, 12-16, 20-28, 30-34, and 37-43 depend from claim 1, 11, 17-19, 29, 35, and 
36 respectively and are allowable for at least the same reasons as set forth above.
